There’s only one way We have to go cold 
turkey 

Cut it off at the root, before the practice has 
a chance to grow into a weed that chokes the 
professional life out of your email communica- 
tions. Once you quit, you’ll notice that beyond 
making things seem louder than they need to 
be, there’s not much benefit to using them. 

Remember: Keep your business emails to 
the point and focused on your task at hand. 
Let your nouns, verbs, commas and periods 
do the work.

UPPING YOUR CHICAGO BAR CRED ONE SIP AT A TIME 


BOYSTOWN NIGHTCLUB 
HAS A LONG LEGACY 
OF ACCEPTANCE

I was late to the Berlin party The first time I 
went to the Boystown nightclub, I’d already 
lived in the city for nearly four years. Admit- 
tedly I intentionally avoided the club. The 
Saturday night stories my friends recanted 
over boozy Sunday brunches only confirmed 
that you’ll rarely be proud of life choices made 
after 2 a.m., when the rest of Boystown closes 
and people flock to Berlin. So naturally the 
first time I went, I took my mom to see a drag 
show I didn’t realize it at the time, but it’s the 
perfect Boystown bar to take your mom. 

Berlin opened in 1983 with then-owners 
Tim Sullivan and Shirley Mooney Current 
co-owner Jim Schuman said Sullivan loved the 
city of Berlin, particularly the art and culture 
of 1930S Weimar Republic Berlin. What’s 
intriguing about the bar is that it’s not so eas- 
ily characterized as a gay bar. Ultimately the 
bar owners wanted to create a place that was 
welcoming of everyone, which was uncom- 
mon at the time. 

“To the gay community we were a straight 


bar; to the straight community we were a gay 
bar,” Schuman said. “Frankly I didn’t care who 
anybody slept with, so I sort of liked that. 
Anybody could feel welcome whether they 
were gay or straight or bisexual or transgen- 
dered or whatever. It makes for interesting 
conversation and interesting people.” 

Schuman and Jo Webster, business and 
life partners, took over the bar in 1995 after 
SuUivan died. Webster started working at 
Berlin in 1984, and he and Schuman were 
close friends with the owners. While faces 
may have changed over the years, artist and 
alternative kids are still the mainstays. The 
bar is home to many artists, including staff 
who are also photographers, musicians, paint- 
ers and performers, who help curate the decor 
and other aspects of events. And much like a 
cabaret, the club’s stage never goes to waste. 
Almost every night is a party with weekly and 
monthly drag shows, music video dance par- 
ties, stand-up comedy and more. 

Toma Langston is a longtime Berlin patron. 


He goes about twice a week and always for the 
monthly MadonnaRama. He remembers a 
different Boystown that wasn’t so diverse, but 
that’s what he’s always liked about Berlin. To 
him, it’s Chicago’s most diverse bar, where a 
variety of people of different ethnic back- 
grounds, from club kids to heavily tattooed 
weirdos, can hang out. And despite its name, 
he said there’s something ‘American” about it, 
a sentiment that other patrons echoed. 

“I never felt like I had to hide anything. I 
could just go there, be me, be accepted, and 
I don’t think that’s ever changed for Berlin,” 
said Langston, 36. “To me, that’s what we 
were taught when you were younger, is that 
America is this place where you can be what 
you want to be ... but you find these limita- 
tions as you get older ... so when you find a 
place like {Berlin} that lives up to that belief 
that everyone is equal, it’s awesome. I think 
that’s why it’s been around for 30 years.” 

Berlin has outlived most other bars in Boys- 
town. Schuman thinks the venue’s longevity

hinges on its “safe zone” atmosphere, where 
different people can feel accepted and no one 
is making judgments. “Gay people can {go} 
there with their straight friends, and their 
straight friends didn’t feel uncomfortable,” 
Schuman said. “People unsure of their sexual- 
ity can feel safe and not embarrassed to have 
other people see them there. People bring 
their parents. The safe place for people really 
is sort of the essence of Berlin. ... {It} allows 
people to be free to express themselves in a 
comfortable environment without being weird 
or different or goofy or whatever because be- 
ing goofy is just fine.”

1st deaf Top Model’ contestant 
competes against stereotypes

To hear Nyle DiMarco tell it, his rapid rise in 
the modeling ’world has been pretty much ac- 
cidental. 

He once did a yasual shoot with a photog- 
rapher friend, but nothing came of it until a 
few years ago, when m independent film pro- 
ducer persuaded him to try his hand at acting 
and modeling. Soon enough, he had an agent 
in Los Angeles and a guest-starring role on 
ABC’s “Switched at Birth.”

Intrigued by his photos on social media, 
they contacted him through models.com 
and asked whether he’d be interested in au- 
ditioning for the show. But until they got his 
sample video, there was something they didn’t 
know— like his two brothers, his parents and 
two more generations of DiMarcos before 
him, the dark-haired, blue-eyed model is deaf 

“They asked me, ‘How would this work?’ ” 
DiMarco says, signing energetically to an in- 
terpreter during an interview. “Do you need 
an interpreter with you the whole time?” 

The 26 -year-old from Frederick, Md., who 
has heard these questions before, had ready 
answers. No, he wouldn’t always need an in- 
terpreter. And yes, it would work. He knows 
because he has been successfully communi- 
cating with hearing people all his life. 

And so, with less than a year of professional 
modeling experience, DiMarco was cast as 
the first deaf contestant on ‘America’s Next 
Top Model,” the 22nd season of which pre- 
miered Aug. 5 on the CW. 

After his performance on the first episode, 
TVLine pegged him as the “most intriguing 
hopeful.” But onscreen. Banks scolded him 
for smiling too much and agreed when fellow 
judge Kelly Cutrone called him “goofy” 

So it’s not clear what the future holds, but 
from the start, DiMarco says, he didn’t want 
to be “the ‘pity part/ person” on the show 
or “the token deaf person on reality TV,” al- 
though he says he felt that some of his fellow 
contestants might have seen him that way 

In modeling, DiMarco considers deafness 
a strength. ‘American Sign Language requires 
a lot of facial and body expression,” he says. 
“The way {deaf people] communicate is natu- 
rally very expressive and shows a lot of emo- 
tion.” Seeing with “deaf eyes,” he adds, helps 
him pick up on nonverbal subtleties and 
makes him more attuned to what photogra- 
phers want. He rarely has an interpreter with 
him during photo shoots, relying instead on 



lip-reading, body gestures and typing notes 
on a phone to communicate. 

Sure enough, watch him at a shoot and 
you’re struck by his ease before the camera. 
Under dramatic professional lighting, he’s all 
smiles and thumbs-ups. Working wordlessly, 
he and the photographer seem to understand 
each other perfectly: a forward flick of the 
wrist tells him to take a step back, a point of 
the finger directs him to stand on a chair. And 
when the camera starts clicking, DiMarco 
matches it like clockwork, each tilt of the 
chin and brooding smolder executed as if it 
had all been choreographed beforehand. 

“I always feel like I’m at home,” says Di- 
Marco. “When I’m shooting, it’s really like 
my playground.” 

This model isn’t just all about his career, 
however. He hopes that his prime-time gig 
will change people’s perceptions of the deaf 
community so it won’t be “shocking” in the 
future when a deaf person struts down a run- 
way or appears on TV He wants to combat 
the assumption that deaf people are always in 
need of help. 

He urges aspiring deaf models and actors to 
“own your identity Love who you are in the 
world. Love your deafness.” 

He’s happy to help lead the way He’s never 
going to be shy DiMarco says, about what 
makes him different. 

“Oh hey and Tyra Banks?” he signs at the 
end of his ‘ANTM” audition video, a wry grin 
on his face. “I look forward to teaching you 
some new signs.”

at the end of an expedition was found to 
have a flat tire. While others went into 
town to make the repair, Sue Hendrick- 
son, a member of that crew, decided to 
have a look in an area the expedition had 
not searched. It was a good choice. 

What she discovered now stands sen- 
tinel at the north entrance to the Field 
Museum’s central Stanley Field Hall. 
Paying $8.36 million, the museum won a 
heated auction for the largest, most in- 
tact T. rex ever found, the dinosaur skel- 
eton known as Sue not because of its sex 
(undetermined) but after its founder. 

Some 67 million years after its hey- 
day it is also, arguably, the most famous 
dinosaur in the world. Replicas of the 
42-foot-long giant have been on tour al- 
most since the day Sue was unveiled at 
the Field in 2000.
